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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-23 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,461,719. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the fluorinr polymers of the reference are disclosed as 
being identical in compositional make-up as those herein recited and claimed. The 
crystallization temperature differences are deemed to be embraced by the teachings of 
the reference, since one polymer will be possess a different crystallization temperature 
from the other if only because of production parameters. 

Claims 1-18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Ichikuni et al. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
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only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 .1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 30 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). The reference would 
embrace blends that may have the physical parameters as contemplated, and claimed 
herein. 

The references to Lee et al and Funaki et al are both cited of interest. Lee et al 
teaches the manufacture of a melt processible fluoropolymer blend that comprises a 
thermoplastic fluoropolymer and a fluoroelastomer. These copolymers differ in scope to 
those claimed herein. Note the Abstract and column 3 (lines 3-37). The reference to 
Funaki et al shows the manufacture of articles from a fluoropolymer of ethylene and 
tetrafluoroethylene, including the employment of anhydride monomers, as herein 
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claimed. Note the Abstract. A blend is not taught nor suggested. Neither reference is 
deemed to negate the patentability of the instant claims.
